their arm s pending the preliminary 
battle to be waged between President 
Taft and the presidents and attorneys 
of railroads at the White House to­ 
day. 
The attitude of the railroads does 
not w arrant the assumption that they 
are going to the 
White House #tO 
submit to the presidential policy. On 
the contrray, all the acts Of the rail­ 
roads up to date have been in direct 
opposition to the plans of the admin­ 
istration and to its announced ideas 
resenting the regulating of rates and 
railroads. 
The question of the eastern rail­ 
roads and the raising of rates in the 
east is now clearly up to the presi­ 
dent. It is his action that is being 
looked for and it is his vi**ws w’hich 
are of special interest at this tim*-. 
The attorney general has stated frank 
ly what he can do and what his lim­ 
itations are. 
Evidence in Plenty. 


Plenty of evidence was forthcoming 
in the case of the western railroads. 
The shippers were alert in that in­ 
stance. So far no complaint has been 
made in such direct term s as to war­ 
rant the immediate action of the a t­ 
torney general. It is not likely in 
Tact that he will act at all until he 
meets the president on Monday. 
This much can be said, and it is 
said on the highest authority.

The apparent apathy of th** ship­ 
pers affected by the eastern railroads 
is a phenomenon 
unexplainable by 
the departm ent of justice. It is cer­ 
tain that if there be no evidence to 
sustain the suspicion of conspiracy 
or joint action in restraint of trade, 
the attorney genera? cannot file a pe­ 
tition for injunction. 
There is only one other way of 
proceeding against th£ eastern rail­ 
roads. The president can order the 
interstate commerce commission 
to 
consider specific cases in which tar­ 
iffs have been raised to test their 
fairness. This is a slow process w hich 
will continue so until the new’ raiN 
road bill goes into effect with its 
commerce court. That court was in­ 
tended to do away with the law’s de­ 
lays.

Mrs. Porter, who had been in .South 
Carolina, was telegraphed, but did not 
arrive here until after her husband’s 
death. 
Mr. Porter was born in Greensboro, 
N. C., forty-six years ago and began 
his journalistic career on the Hous­ 
ton Post. Before that he had been 
cowboy, sheep herder and druggist 
and active traveler. The general pub­ 
lic new little of his private life, for 
he shunned interviewers and was con­ 
tent to be known merely through his 
writings as *‘0. Henry.”
